A TORNADO NEAR HOME, 


Highland Park Torn by the Wind—A Church 
Demolished. 

A tornado visited Highland Park Tnesday 
night. It came from the northwest, and 
struck Highiend Park at 11 p. m., dividing 
into two parts in front of A. 8. Pitt’s black- 
smith-shop. The smaller part went due 
east, but the larger reached the ground at 
the dDlacksmith’s shop, completely destroying 
it. Two carriages and a sicigh were wrecked. 
A house belonging to Michaei Rafferty was 
blown off its foundations, the kitchen being 
torn from the maio part. The family, con- 
sisting of ten persons, made their escape 
through windows. One of the girls was 
blown from her bed, but no one sustained 
any serious injuries. 

St. Mary’s Catholic Church was demol- 
ished. The builaing was of wood, and hada 
seating capacity of avout 400. The steeple 
and walls were crushed, completely ruining 
everything inside, except the organ, which 
was found yesterday almost uninjured. The 
loss is about $3,000. 

Then the cloud returned to the vicinity of 
the blacksmith-shop, where it unroofed the 
two-story brick dwelling owned by G., 
Krueger. An eiderly German woman, Mrs, 
Arnswald, received severe injuries on her 
back, head, and hand. Her condition is not 
serious. A barn belonging to Robert Woods 
was blown down, but the live stock escaped. 
Two houses owned by Mrs. McMann were 
badly battered by the fiying roof of the 
blacksmith-stop. Inone of the houses the 
roof over a sleeping-room caved in and 
blocked up the door so that the occupants 
bad to cut their way out. 

On the main street of the village the three- 
story brick biock of J. P. Evans lost a tin 
roof, the house of F. M. Evans was damaged, 
and the frontof the*general store of isaac 
Goldberg was blown in, as were the front 
windows of a hardware store belonging to 
W. BR. Kenny. 

The house cf Martin Blattel suffered slight 
damage, the kitchen of H. Conrad’s house 
was blown down, two shedsinthe rear of 
Pat Sheehan’s house were smashed to pieces, 
and outhouses, limbs of trees, and fences 
were scattered around on the west side of 
the Northwestern railroad track. 

At the Northwestern Military Academy a 
chimney on the south side was blown down, 
crashing tirough the roof into Maj. E. H. 
Baker’s room. and covering the bed with 
bricks. Fortunately Maj. Baker was in the 
city, or he surely. would have been killed. He 
now has.as a memento of his escape a prick he 
found lying on nis pillow. 

Marshall W. F. Edwards was under a tree 
near tne blacksmith-shop when the storm 
struck it, and gives agraphic description of 
its upppearance: *‘ The only place it vame 
to the ground was near where I stood. 
The cloud was abopt ten feet wide, black, 
and did not have any whirling motion. It 
was about fifteen feet from the ground when 
it struck the Catholic church, but after that 
it gradually went up higher and at last dis- 
appeared in the southeast towards the lake.” 

Mr. Edwards received a scalp wound from 
a falling limb, 

The total damage can be covered by $10,000. 

It. was reported that the Town of Deerfield, 
two miles west of Highland Park, was slight- 
ly aamaged by the same tornado.

DUCKED HALF A HUNDRED WOMEN. 


Angry Miners Retaliate Upon Siav Women 
Who Threw Water on Them. 

SHAMOKIN, Pa, April 9.—[Special.}]—Be- 
tween fifty and sixty Slav women were 
thrown in the Shamokin Creek last evening 
by the angry miners at Hickory Ridge and 
kept there until thoroughiy exhausted. 
The Slavs have a pecuhar custom, 
amourting to a religious daty, of throwing 
water on peopie for two days after Easter. 
Yesterday the miners heard of an attempt 
by the women to duck Holden Chester Jr. 
and William Rinehart, two of the bosses. It 
was decided on quitting work last evening 
that if any of the men weré attacked they 
would duck all the Slav women in the hamlet. 

The whistle sounded “Alihome” at 6 
o’clock, and when the first four men gained 
the earth’s surface they were almost 
drowned with water from the buckets of a 
score of women. The angry miners 
were reinforced, and while a dozen 
of them rushed upon the women and dragged 
them to the creek another squad went 
into every house in the hamlet in search of 
Slav women. Ina short time the creek was 
fiillea with struggling women. As each 
woman would climb the banks some work- 
man woyld rush at her and, on picking up 
the woman in his arms, throw her back in 
the swift-nunn’ng stream. Great care was 
taken that none of the women would arown, 
although quite a number faited.

HENNEPIN PEOPLE ARE NOT IDLE. 


They Get a favorable Report from the 
River and Harbor Com mittee. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 9.—[Special.]— 
There is a big surprise in store for the water- 
way and drainage people. The Heunepin- 
ners have stolen a march on them. The 
River and Harbor Committee, of which Gen. 
T. J. Henderson is Chairman, today voted to 
include the Hennepin Canal in the River and 
Harbor bili and to appropriate $500,000 for 
beginning the work. There were only two 
votes in the committee against this half mill- 
ion as astarter. The Hennepin forces have 
not been strong this session because the ma- 
jority of Illinois Congressmen looked upon 
the waterway as likely to take its place. The 
fact that Gen. Henderson is Chairman of the 
committee, however, goes a long way to- 
wards accounting for the favorable action 
taken. The friends of the drainage and water- 
way project have not been in a position to go 
before the committee and ask that anything 
be putin this year’s River and Harbor bill. 
By common consent ithas been thought de- 
sirabie to await the decision on the constitu- 
tionality of the Drainage law and the opera- 
tions of the Drainage Commission before 
asking anything from the General Govern- 
ment in the line of a National waterway. All 
that the supporters of the waterway asked 
was that Hennepin should not be pressed. 
But the ‘supporvers of the canal, with the 
scars of many Congressional battles on them, 
didn’t propose to wait and be aitched and 
the result is now apparent.

A majority of them are of the opinion 
that Hennepin should give way for the pres- 
ent to tne waterway project, but having 
heretofore supported the canal enterprise it 
woa’t be pleasant for them to vote against it. 
Nevertheless, the line will have te be drawn. 
An appropriation of half a million to start 
Hennepin means that there won't be any Na- 
tional waterway this generation. 

It is a curious fact that the committee had 
before it Capt. Marshaill’s report on the 
waterway, which was sent Congress a 
month ago, but did not have the report on 
the Hennepin surveys. The latter report 
reached the Heuse from the Secretary of 
War today, after the River and Harbor Com- 
mittee had agreed on the half-million starter 
for Hennepin. Its light was therefore not 
gotten from official documents. Capt. Mar- 
shall says the adopted line over the route ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War in 1888 is 
from the [ilinois River about one and a 
quarter miles above the Town of . Heanepin, 
at the great bend of the Illinois River; 
thence via Bureau Creek Valley, Penney’s 
Siough, and Rock River to the Mississippi 
River at the mouth of Rock River, with a 
feeder to Rock River near Dixon, liv From 
the Illinois River to the feeder junction the 
route is nearly identical with the main line 
located in 1882. The first deviation isin the 
crossing of the main line of the Chicago,, 
Rock Island & Pacific railroad from the third 
to the seventh mile. Second, the straighten- 
ing of the line at the end of the thirteenth 
mile, across a large bend in Bureau Creek, 

Detailed plans of all work necessary to 
establish navigation over the route will be 
completed in afew days, and the full esti- 
mates will be completed and submitted " 
within six weeks. Itis practicable at present 
to submit only’ a partial estimate of the cost 
of the work and by comparison with former 
estimates give a general conclusion. The 
estimates of cost in 1885 made a total of 
$2,915,577 for locks, culverts, wears, aque- 
ducts, right of way, and fencing. . The pres- 
ent estimates for the same thing foot up 
$2,715,058. 

As to the feeder line, the estimate in 1882 
was $1,664,117. The present estimate is 
$1,759,244. For the entire work the detailed 
estimates will not vary from these prelimi- 
nary estimates more than $105,000.

Driven from Thetr Houses by the High 
Water of the Mississippi. 

Arkansas City, Ark., April 9.—[Special.]— 
This is. the center of the worst flood on the 
Mississippi River between Memphis and 
Vicksburg. The town is completely under 
water and about half of the populamon has 
deservea it. The houses all stand in water 
from four to six feet deep. Mer- 
chants are doing business on scaffolds 
built with false tloors on the levee. Capt. 
Tallinger is in charge of the Arkansas levee 
district, with his headquarters here. In an 
interview today he said there could be no 
change in the situation for about twenty 
days. The river would ther begin falling 
unless unexpected and unprecedented rains 
further north setin. Tne water now is two 
feet higher than ever known here before. 
This is due tO the great volume pouring out 
of the Arkansas River. - 

Capt. Tailinger thought that 5,000 people 
were homeless within thirty miles of this 
place. They have no shelter but shanties 
made of wrecked houses, 

The colored people in the town have taken 
possession of tno box-cars and live in them, 
apparently as comfortably 6s in their former 
shanties. The white people are living in 
freight-houses. 

A party of trackmen on the Iron Mountain 
raiiroad, two miles south of this city, today 
found the bodies of several fugitives who 
had probably fallen from rafts or boats and 
been drowned. They notified the Coroner, 
who told them that they had better leave the 
bodies where they were, as the cemetery 
was under water and there was no dry land 
in which to bury them.

Cazin is always individual, and this individ- 
uality, which degenerates into mannerism in 
his careless studies, becomes in his best 
work a poetic and al ther unusuai inter- 
pretation of some of the softer moods of 
nature.

A large 
canvas bv Nurie, entitled “ Cupidsat Work,” 
iS rather strained in sentiment, missing the 
perennial charm of childhood. The flesh is 
rendered with a porcelain-like smoothness 
which seems fully as fragile as porcelain, 
and the details of the landsvape are wrought 
with metallic bardness. Altogether the pict- 
are is scarcely suggestive of child- 

A charming example of Sanchez Perrier 
interprets a theme he loves—smooth watera, 
reflecting the thick green foliage along the 
banks and the brilliant blue sky above—a de- 
lightful out-of-door feast of sunshine, sug- 
gesting Southern lanas and restful after- 
noons. Rico’s view of smooth waters, on 
the contrary, is unusually gray in tone; a 
delicate and interesting picture, though one 
misses his vivia color. Chialiva’s colér is 
rather thin in the example before us; and 
Hagborg treats his figures theatrically and 
does not quite reach we effect of seaand sky 
he strives for. Kowalski’s color-sense is 
deeply at fault in his little. view of a horse- 
man amid mountains; the eye rejects the 
picture in spite of certain good points in the 
study of the horse. Not so with G. M. 
Amoit’s hunting scene, where some fine dogs 
are admirably rendered against the bieak 
grays of autumn. 

There is a charming vein of comedy ina 
little picture by Knaus, comedy kept well 
within pictorial limits and f on a de- 
lightful study of childhood. The subject isa 
litule lad who wearies of service as a 
model for an ogerish artist before whom he 
stands weeping. Knaus’ smiling sympat 
with childish wves 1s expressed without senti- 
mentality, and the subdued sunlight of Ger- 
man peldsennhadie is rendered with a precision 
of detail as far as possible from French im- 
pressionism and yet not without an effective- 
ness of its own. 

Among the American pictures a sunrise by 
Carleton Wiggins is notable fortruth and 
delicacy of color and for clever handling of 
animals. J. Francis Murphy is weil repre- 
sented by a dark-green landscape. A iand- 
scape by George Inneéss scarcely represents 
this poetic painter at his best. J. G. Brown 
ee twe of his insufferably clean boot- 

lacks, whose smug-faced sentimentality is 
an insult to American boyhood. Rideway 
Knight shows a large canvas whose figures 
‘and color are meaningless, and whose la- 
bored handling serves only to emphasize its 
stupidity of theme and falseness of color. 
Examples of Bolton Jones, the Harts, and 
Wyant areshown. On the whole the Ameri- 
can pictures are by no means representative 
of the best modern American worx.

This serious loss is attributed to many 
causes, but the prime one is an increased 
production of agricultural products far 
greater than the growth of population. In 
the last twenty years velts of States and Ter- 
ritories in the West have been turned frcm 
idle land into productive farms.

CASTLE GARDEN INVESTIGATION, 


Superintendent Jackson Again Before the 
Congressional S§ub-Com mittee. 

New Yor«, April 9.—[Special.]—Congress- 
men Owen’s committee resumed the Castle 
Garden investigation today. Superintendent 
Jackson wasiagain examined. He said that 
the various privileges there brought in a net 
revenue of $12,000. He thought thas the baeg- 
gage business netted Mr. “Barney” Biglin 
about $24,000 last year. It was not so good 
as it used to bea, Immigrants don’t bring so 
much baggage with them. Italians, as a 
ruie, brought scarcely any baggage. He re- 
garded the Italians as the most undesirable 
class of imm nts. Mr. Jackson said that 
he did not believe an increase in the capita- 
tion tax from 50 cents, the present rate, to 
$3, $4, or 85, as nad been suggested, would 
have the effect of keeping out undesirable 
immigrants. The wndesirable immigrant 
would be just as likely to raise the money 
as the desirable one.
